Before the campaign proper opened 


last Monday morning, approximately 
$1,000,000 of the full quota had been 
subscribed, mostly by war chests. VThe 
remaining $64»,000 as>d more is ex- 
pected to come direetly from indiivid- 
ual subscribers in non-war chest com- 
munities. The national quota Is $30,- 
000,000. 


Because of its many war chests, 


Ohio is expected to be one of the first 
states in the Union to reach its quota. 
D. A. Ouster of this city is director 
.general of the Otoio campaign. Some 
o' the most prominent college presi- 
dents, business men and professional 
n en in the state, including Governor 
Cox, are members of the Ohio com- 
mittee in charge of the campaign,

countries—France, Belgium, 


Luxembourg, and at last our goal, Ger- 
many.

Some sleep, eh? 
We left Beaumont, 


France, on the l?th of November and 
arrived at Wollendorf, Germany, De- 
cember 1-3. Of course we had some rest 
days in that time, but I just don't re- 
member how many and we also had 
some hard work. 
We would hike all 


day and then when we pulled in to camp 
we had to groom horses arid wash har- 
ness, and by that time it would be 7 or 
8 o'clbck. 
Then we would get some 


chow and hit the bed. But it was a 
wounderful hike and we also had lots 
of fun, and I have certainly seen some 
country when we were coming through 
Belgium. The civilians would get the 
band out and parade the streets with 
jack-o'-lanterns and torchlights and 
they would shout and dance for joy. 
and it certainly made us fellows feel 
froo'l and several times we passed under 
arches reading like this: 'For our de- 
liverance and freedom.' They would be 
trimmed with bunting of all kinds. It 
certainly was some sight.

OHIO BOUGHT 62,382 AUTOS LAST YEAR; WHAT'S AHEAD? 


Auto Registration in Each County for 1918. 


Ohio rolled up an even 413,000 


automobile registrations in 1918, ac- 
cording to statistics just given out 
by State Registrar W. A. McCurdy. 
This in an increase of 17 per cent 
over the number of automobiles own- 
ed in the state the year previous, 
when there were 350,618 registra- 
tions. . 


"If Ohio bought 62,382 motor cars 
last year, in spite of war conditions 
a* to production as well as to buy- 
ing, there is hardly a limit to the 


prediction of what may come this 
year," was the comment of Fred H. 
Caley, secretary of the Ohio State 
Automobile association. 
Caley said he believed the limit 


would be set only by the ability of 
the factories to produce enough cars 
to meet the demand. . He pointed out 
that this year there would have to 
be faced not only the normal de- 
mand, but part of the demand from 
the year preceding which was sup- 
pressed because of war-time condi- 
tions. 


"Ohio is emerging from the mud, 


so far as highways are concerned, 
traffic conditions are improving, it is 
becoming more and more desirable 
and simpler to own and operate a 
car in this state. With our bound- 
less wealth, industrial and agricul- 
tural, with proper .conditions, I be- 
lieve it will be only a short .time 
until Ohio will pass the half-million 
mark in automobile ownership and 
succeed New York as the premier 
«tat« in automobiles."

Chicago, Jan. 30. — More than 700 Y. 


M. C. A. workers saw service with the 
soldiers of the American Expeditionary 
Force in the front lines during the last 
months of the war. 


Frank M. Van Epps, seriously wound- 


ed while serving as a Y. M. C. A. work- 
er in the Argonne, told of some of his 
experiences when he returned to Chi- 
cago Yesterday. They were not with- 
out many thrills. On the way to France 
last April on the Oronzo, Van Epps and 
56 other "Y" men narrowly escaped 
drowning when the ship was torpedoed 
by a German U-boat. 


Van Epps, who was divisional secre- 


tary of the Y. M. C. A. outfit, worked 
with the Fifth division until the ar- 
mistice was signed. He was dressed up 
in a doughboy's uniform when he ar- 
rived here. A limp and a kitbag slung 
over his shoulder containing what is 
left of his equipment complete his sou- 
venirs of more than six months' service 
overseas. 


Van Epps saw the war on four fronts 


in France and Alsace, serving in the 
first line trenches on two of them. 
When the Oronzo was torpedoed 
on 


April 28. 60 miles off the coast of Wales. 
U-boats "got" two out of a convoy of 
seven steamerships. The Oronzo went 
down in 12 minutes after she 
was 


struck, and Van Epp and other "Y" 
men lost all their baggage. They were 
picked up by a torpedo boat destroyer 
and landed at Hollyheud, Wales. 


In Southern and Middle Alsace. Van 


Epps was in the first line trenches and 
at St, Mihiel. when the drive opened. 
he became a stretcher l>earer after his 
supplies ran out. Getting word to shift 
to !he Arjronne. he trax-elled all night 
by train, on trucks and afoot, and spent 
the next three weeks sleeping in shell 
holes and trenches when he was not at 
work. 


At Madeleine Farm, on October 
IS. 


Van Epp«s an<l Thomas F. Hartley of 
Iowa, another Y. M. C. A. man, set UP 
shop in an o3d barn. 
Alt hut three of 


the Iwenly-five "Y" workers went back 
Jo pet supplies. The barn had been un- 
der shell fire for several days, but Van 
Epps and Hartley decided it was good 
enoucb to sleep in. They built a bed of 
boxes of jam. with a tub of chewing 
tobaroq for a pillow and lay down. 
Hall a mile back, an American bat- 
1ery was hammering Hie Germans, and 
two German airplane*? came over look- 
Snc for the 3>o,=3l3on- They let go two 
bombs whieh landed on e*«-b side of the 
barn. Soon came a third which struck 
the 
roof, 
brinmric

rafters and beams -ind scattering shrap- 
nel. 
A splinter was driven through 


the calf of one of Hartley's legs and a 
piece of shell lore through Jx>th

At the- field hospital, Van Epps' "Y" 


uniform had to be cut off him, so he got 
an army uniform to come home in. 


Van Epps said he observed the vari- 
ous welfare agencies at work all along 
the line and found 'jmost of them earn- 
est and conscientipu^ laborers. Regard- 
ing the lack of supplies'and workers 
in the Y. M. C- A.,-he said: 
"The Y. M. C. A. .suffered 
severely 


because of lack of workers. In our sec- 
tion we had only one-third of the num- 
ber required and often we Red Triangle 
men worked 14 hours a day. It was al- 
ways difficult to get supplies, and more 
difficult to have them transported to 
the points where the men were, but as 
long as we were able to keep moving 
the Y. M. C. A. kept going along with 
the men. There were 700 'Y' workers 
to serve 300,000 troops in the front 
lines." 
Van Epps in his Red Triangle work 


had among his co-laborers L. P. Put- 
nam, who is now in Y. M. C. A. work 
in Chicago, S. W. Dean, who is still in 
France, Professor Allan Hoben of the 
University of Chicago, -who recently r* 
turned, Ed Klee of Waukegan, John 
Dobbins of Aurora and T. J. Killin of 
Pontiac, 111. 
Van Epps was business manager of 


the Y. M. C. A. College in Chicago be- 
fore going overseas to serve the 'Y.'

DAIRYMEN SEEK TO IMPROVE HERDS 


Breeders' Association and 


Cow Testing Clubs Help 
To Increase Milk Pro- 
duction. 


With the great development in the 
past few years in the dairy business in 
Licking county ,has come an ever- 
growing interest in blooded cattle and 
today in this county there is scarcely a 
farm that does not give more attention 
to the a.ncestry of the animals that 
make up the dairy herds. 


This interest in blooded stock has be- 


come so highly developed that a large 
percentage of the farmers who pay any 
attention to the dairy end of the bus- 
iness whatever have added one or more 
registered animal 'to their herds. 


Interest in Licking county seems to 


turn toward the Holstein cow as the 
best dairy animal. The Holstein boost- 
ers point to a larger milk ana butter fat 
production for the same food consump- 
tion as the reasons for favoring this 
breed. 
The county has its Holstein Breed- 
ers' Association, which lists more than 
a score bf dairymen in the county with 
registered Holstein herds. This organi- 
zation declares that there is scarcely a 
farm in the county that does not hav« 
one or more Holstein animals on the 
place. 
Through the means of the cow-testing 


association records of many of the an- 
imals are accurately kept and the dairy- 
man is able to check up on his ?tro- 
fluction and costs and he is able there- 
by to pick from his herd the animals 
which are not paying for their keep.
